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Trans Advocates Request $1 Million 


A one-size-fits-all approach to addressing homelessness and the housing crisis doesn't work, and until now, trans and gender-nonconforming 
people have largely been left behind.

“The reality is, a lot of trans- 
gender people don’t have a lot of places 
in the world to feel safe,” says Shana 
Zaldibar, a member of the city’s Trans- 
gender Advisory Committee. “We look at 
San Francisco as a sanctuary. If I was 
transgender living somewhere else, | 
would think this is a safe place to be. And 
if they can find a way to be here, they 
should be able to survive here.” 

San Francisco has long been a 
refuge for queers; its liberal politics, 
history of community organizing, 
free healthcare, and sanctuary city 
status are held in sharp contrast to 
conservative strongholds in the rest of 
the country. Our Pride parade draws 
tens of thousands of participants and 
spectators, we have an openly gay state 
senator, and in 2017, the city became 
the first in the nation to staff a local 
government office specifically to ad- 
dress trans issues. 

Queer and transgender people mi- 
grate to the city from across the coun- 
try and the world, seeking safety from 
physical violence and a community. 
But what they also discover when they 
get here is a city ravaged by a serious 
housing crisis. For many people, the 
money needed to put a deposit down 
on even a cheap studio is far out of 
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reach. As a result, transgender people 
are 18 times more likely to experience 
homelessness than the general public 
is. 

Finding housing solutions for such 
a vulnerable population isn’t easy, 
but the staff at the city’s new Office 
of Transgender Initiatives has rolled 
up their sleeves and dived in. Clair 
Farley was hired as the mayor’s senior 
adviser on transgender initatives, and 
this spring, she’s bringing forward 
an ambitious plan and budget ask to 
better support trans people facing 
homelessness. 

“One of the first things I did upon 
being hired was look to appoint a 
Transgender Advisory Committee,” 
Farley explains. “With that group we 
did a series of listening sessions with 
other community organizations to 
identify what the top concerns were 
for the trans community. What came 
out of that was housing instability, 
mental health access, and difficulty 
navigating services — with housing 
being the most unmet need.” 

In response, Farley’s staff and the 
advisory committee have developed a 
bold action plan to shift services in a 
trans-friendly direction. With the city’s 
latest budget looming on the horizon, 
they have requested nearly $1 million 
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for “Our Trans Home S.F.” If the plan is 
approved, they would win special rent- 
al subsidies for queer and trans folk, 
train shelter staff and organizations to 
be more trans aware and inclusive, and 
begin the process of establishing trans- 
gender housing programs, starting 
with a trans-specific wing in a shelter. 

“Transgender community members 
are facing such astronomical rates 
of discrimination and poverty, and 
that’s really affecting peoples’ housing 
stability,” Maceo Persson, the Office 
of Transgender Initative’s civic engage- 
ment and operations manager, tells SF 
Weekly. “San Francisco’s community 
can be a leader, and it has been a leader 
in so many ways. If anyone can fix this, 
it’s us.” 

Our Trans Home S.F starts with 
the most vulnerable populations: 
those at risk of losing their housing, 
and those already on the streets. The 
easiest method in assisting people 
facing housing insecurity is simply 
to help keep them housed, which can 
be through helping them catch up on 
overdue rent, or providing them the 
funds they need to put a deposit on 
an apartment. San Francisco already 
spends tens of millions of dollars on 
eviction-prevention and rental sub- 
sidies each year, but none of that is 
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earmarked specifically for trans and 
gender-nonconforming people, and 
culturally competent outreach is not 
done to educate that population about 
those options. 

For those who become homeless, 
navigating the shelters can bea 
stressful, triggering affair. IDs may 
have birth names and gender iden- 
tities that don’t match with people’s 
presentations, creating difficulty in 
accessing services. Untrained staff can 
easily misgender someone, and even 
those who are gendered correctly and 
placed in the ward they most closely 
identify with aren’t protected from the 
stigma and rejection of other shelter 
residents. More training is needed for 
staff across every level of care — from 
billing to front-desk workers — and 
gender-neutral or transgender-specific 
shelter spaces are urgently needed. 

Last week, more than a dozen or- 
ganizers spent more than eight hours 
meeting with supervisors at City Hall 


to lobby for the budget to do this work. 


And that alone is not an easy task. 

“There has to be a certain level of 
stability to be an advocate,” Farley 
explains, adding that if getting money 
“requires the most voice, or the most 
response, to receive funding, then how 
do we make sure our community’s 
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at the table, when so many of us are 
struggling?” 

Nevertheless, a large group of peo- 
ple managed to show up. While some 
from organizations like Lyon-Martin 
Health Services or TAJA’s Coalition 
advocated for their clients, others told 
personal stories about their struggles 
to make ends meet in San Francisco. 

“T was living in Florida, New York, 
Los Angeles, now here,” a woman from 
Colombia, who asked to remain anon- 
ymous, said. “I chose San Francisco to 
live because I feel better here. The peo- 
ple are more kind with us. San Francis- 
co is my city, is my home — all of San 
Francisco, literally. My living room is 
El/La, my closet is my car, my yard is 
Golden Gate Park, my bathroom is the 
beach. I have to move through all the 
city all the time, because I do not only 
have one roof over my head.” 

Zaldibar also experienced homeless- 
ness when they first arrived. 

“For me, during my homeless epi- 
sode, it was trying to decide whether I 
would go back to Florida where I don’t 
have a community or access to living 
an authentic life, or deciding to make it 
work here, which meant picking bread 
off of trash cans and doing different 
types of hustles to survive,” Zaldibar 
tells SF Weekly. “I’m glad I did, because 
I’m lucky enough now to have a place.” 

The supervisors, everyone said, 
appear to have been receptive. In a city 
with an $11 billion budget, a $1 mil- 
lion request to begin work that could 
improve the health and lives of thou- 
sands of people should be a no-brainer. 
But there’s still a lot of education that 
has to happen to get Our Trans Home 
S.F. across the finish line. 

“We had one person ask us why,” 
says JM Jaffe of Lyon-Martin Health 
Services. “There’s a housing crisis in 
San Francisco, there’s 14,000 home- 
less here, why do trans people need it 
more? Why should we single out your 
community specifically? I think that 
the disproportionate experience is 
what matters. In San Francisco we ex- 
perience homelessness 18 times more 
than the normal population, and more 
than half of our trans San Francisco 
residents have experienced homeless- 
ness at some point in their lives. Even 
though we’re a small community, the 
ratio is uneven. So even just a small 
amount of money will go a long way to 
actually make a difference.” 
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Supervisors May Enact Child 
Lock tor Childcare

Hoping to prevent displacement of crucial 


childcare facilities, the Board of Supervisors is 
pushing through some temporary zoning 
changes until the city comes up with a more thor- 
ough plan. 

At its regular Tuesday meeting on April 
16, the Board of Supervisors considered an 
18-month zoning control that requires any 
proposed changes to a site’s use from a child- 
care facility to something else to receive con- 
ditional use authorization from the Planning 
Commission. The resolution was approved at 
the Land Use and Transportation Committee 
on Monday and Supervisors Norman Yee, 
Gordon Mar, and Sandra Lee Fewer all cospon- 
sored it. 

“We are already falling behind on existing 
needs,” said Yee, who brought the legisla- 
tion forward, at Monday’s hearing. “What 
is becoming apparent to us is that it is also 
exceedingly difficult for childcare facilities to 
operate.” 

At least eight such facilities have been 
threatened with displacement in recent years, 
thanks to rent increases during lease negotia- 
tions or building sales — although that’s just 
how many came to the Office of Early Care 
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and Education for help. One impetus for the 
legislation was Wah Mei School, a bilingual 
preschool on 19th Avenue and Judah Street 
that struggled to hold onto its location when 
its landlord, the United Methodist Church, put 
the building up for sale. The 45-year-old school 
searched high and low for a new location in its 
longtime neighborhood before entering con- 
tract negotiations with the church last month. 

“T hope that even just introducing the 
interim zoning controls might have helped 
nudge things along,” Mar, who represents the 
Sunset, said about the Wah Mei negotiations. 
“We would want to take this opportunity to 
do more of a planning study and assess the 
scope. 

Wah Mei’s loss would have affected not only 
the families who rely on its affordable prices 
and Chinese immersion, but those who require 
childcare in general. According to a 2017 early 
care and education assessment, there is an 
unmet need of licensed care for almost half the 
city’s children under five years old and 85 per- 
cent of children under two years old. That dogs 
outnumber children in San Francisco may be a 
tired joke, but there are still more than 23,000 
infants and toddlers to account for, and almost 
20,000 preschoolers. 

San Franciscans recognized this need with 
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the June 2018 passage of Proposition C, which 
raised the gross receipts tax on commercial 
rents to bring an estimated $150 million in 
annual revenue to subsidize early education. 
City Hall is collecting those funds, but they’re 
in limbo due to a lawsuit filed by the Howard 
Jarvis Association — one that has the city 
skittish about spending money from the other 
Prop. C, from last November, that raises funds 
to combat homelessness. 

If Yee’s legislation passes, the Planning 
Department would put together a six-month 
report on the childcare facilities that may 
be struggling to hold onto their spaces. At 
Monday’s meeting, Supervisor Ahsha Safai 
questioned whether a conditional use hearing 
would be triggered even for developments that 
include a childcare facility. Amendments may 
be made to clarify that language, if needed, at 
the April 16 Board of Supervisors meeting. 

“We still have a long way to go for providing 
services for this growing demand,” Yee said 
Monday. “When childcare facilities close, it 
impacts the entire neighborhood.”

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Battle 
Launches 
to Shut 
Down S.F.'s 


Juvenile 
Hall 


A contentious piece of 
legislation introduced 
at City Hall on 
Tuesday could shutter 
juvenile hall by 2021.

“The first time I went 
to juvenile hall I was 14,” Te- 
naya Jones began. “Juvenile 
hall did not support me. I 
knew what I needed and no 
one listened. They portrayed 
me as something I wasn’t. 
Our families are struggling 
to stay in San Francisco, and 
I was a young person need- 
ing my needs met.” 

Jones is now 18, about 
to graduate high school, 
and working two jobs — a 
feat, she says, made possi- 
ble through support from 
the Bayview YMCA, the 
Young Women’s Freedom 
Center, and Hope SF — not 
from juvenile hall. 

Thanks in large part to 
the slew of youth-centered 
organizations across San 
Francisco, the need for a 
juvenile hall has become 
questionable. A recent 
report from the Chronicle 
showed that violent fel- 
ony arrests of kids have 
declined 87 percent since 
1990, yet the city spends 
nearly $300,000 per child 
per year to lock them up. 

Armed with this data, 
six city supervisors — 
Shamann Walton, Hillary 
Ronen, Matt Haney, 
Gordon Mar, Sandra Lee 
Fewer, and Aaron Peskin 
— have cosigned legisla- 
tion to close down juvenile 
hall by 2021, reallocating 
those funds to community 
programs and rehabilita- 
tion efforts for troubled 
youth instead. It’s a long 
game, but if successful, 
they would make San Fran- 
cisco the first urban area in 
the state to shut down its 


main youth-incarceration 
system. 

For some, it’s personal. 

“There is no way in hell 
we would ever put a system 
in place that is worse than 
juvenile hall,” says Walton, 
the Bayview-Hunters Point 
Supervisor who spent time 
in juvenile halls as a youth. 
Instead, he says, we should 
replace the hall with a re- 
habilitation center, offering 
services such as life-skill 
training and mental-health 
support. 

The legislation has won 
the support of a wide array 
of movers and shakers — 
District Attorney George 
Gascon, chief attorney of 
the Public Defender’s Of- 
fice Matt Gonzalez, district 
attorney candidates Chesa 
Boudin and Leif Dautch, 
and school board president 
Stevon Cook. 

Oddly, Mayor London 
Breed is missing in action. 
Breed has long been an 
advocate of criminal-justice 
reform, but on Monday, 
she chose to create a Juve- 
nile Justice Reform Blue 
Ribbon Panel led by Hu- 
man Rights Commission 
Director Sheryl Davis and 
youth advocate Corey Mon- 
roe, to remedy the existing 
system instead of shutting 
it down completely. 

The decision to forge 
her own path toward re- 
form could create some 
difficulty in getting this 
legislation passed. Super- 
visors Ahsha Safai, Vallie 
Brown, Rafael Mandelman, 
Norman Yee, and Cather- 
ine Stefani have not signed 
onto the legislation to shut 
juvenile hall down, putting 
it at risk. It only needs six 
votes to pass the Board of 
Supervisors — which it 
has — but eight to make it 
secure from a mayoral veto. 
Unless two of those super- 
visors flip, it’s likely it will 
die on the mayor’s desk. 

“We've got to stay 
strong and vigilant 
throughout,” Ronen told 
the crowd Tuesday. “We 
need to get two more su- 
pervisors to say, ‘We stand 
with you and we're not go- 
ing to back down.’ Make no 
mistake about it, getting 
there is going to be a fight.”

The legendary cannabis 
publication misses the mark — 
while patting itself on the back. 


There was an era when High 
Times magazine was the gold standard 
for cannabis journalism. It was the first 
outlet to successfully connect the phrase 
“420” with a group of friends from San 
Rafael. Its editors were the masterminds 
who gave visually appealing cannabis 
strains the centerfold treatment in each 
issue. Since its inception in 1974, High 
Times has played an enormous role in the 
proper appreciation of — and the decline 
of the stigma around — cannabis. 

For these reasons, one would expect 
their list of the 100 “most influential 
people in the cannabis world” to reflect 
the complex and evolving marijuana 
industry. Instead, the recent assess- 
ment of the best and brightest in 2018 
reads more like a pitch packet than it 
does any kind of accurate evaluation 
of where the cannabis industry stands 
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today. 

Case in point: Jim Belushi. 

While the High Times list is not 
ranked, Belushi is the first name to 
appear. Most famous for sharing DNA 
with Saturday Night Live legend John 
Belushi, Jim suggests that his pivot 
to cannabis is tied to the fact that it 
could’ve saved his late brother from 
overdosing on narcotics. That may very 
well be true, but Jim Belushi is but 
one of many famous faces to lend their 
clout to a cannabis product without 
any discernible expertise. 

What’s most confusing is why High 
Times has decided that Belushi’s Farm 
is worthy of such singular praise over 
the countless other operations run by 
farmers who have been in the business 
for decades. If there were some specific 
reason — an added emphasis on sus- 
tainability or a commitment to hire a 
certain percentage of ex-felons, say — 
one could understand the appeal. 

Instead, the blurb reads like an 
advertisement: “With beautiful views 
of the Rogue River, Belushi’s 
22,000-square-foot, state-li- 
censed growing facility produc- 
es pristine healing flowers with 
wellness in mind.” 

Knowing how many other 
worthy options were omitted 
in favor of Belushi’s Farm, it’s 
hard to arrive at any satisfactory 





conclusion as to why the Jingle All the 
Way actor was ultimately given the 
nod. Elsewhere, other similarly sus- 
picious inclusions lead one to wonder 
what exactly the High Times editors 
were smoking when they put this list 
together. 

Controversial boxer Mike Tyson 
makes the cut for Ranch Companies — 
a “world-class branding organization 
with a diversified cannabis product 
and entertainment portfolio” — while 
reggae artist Damian Marley is also 
feted for his company, Stony Hill. 
Again, there seems to be a trend to- 
ward celebrating the famous over the 
deserving. This is not to suggest that 
the offerings of Belushi’s Farm, Ranch 
Companies, or Stony Hill are subpar, 
but simply that pre-existing fame for 
external accomplishments is not a val- 
id indicator of success in the cannabis 
industry. 

Furthermore, the blurb on Marley 
concludes with a note that he “is part 
of a team of investors that bought

High Times magazine in 2017.” It 
doesn’t take an expert on cannabis or 
journalism to know it’s frowned upon 
to heap glowing editorial praise to a 
part-owner of the publication. 

The decision to include David Tran 
of DOPE Magazine warrants a similar 
arch of the eyebrow. As the accompa- 
nying High Times blurb explains, “He’s 
now the VP of brand at DOPE Media, 
which was recently acquired by High 
Times.” Tran has done some excellent 
work and on his merits of success as 
a publisher in cannabis journalism, 
his inclusion would be welcomed. 
However, given DOPE is now a High 
Times property, it seems both grossly 
self-congratulatory as well as pro- 
foundly nepotistic to choose Tran for 
this distinction. 

Capping things off, this list also 
suffers from a profound disparity of 
gender. Of 100 entries — in a few 
cases, two people share one spot on 
the list — only 13 are women, zero of 
them women of color. This list arrives 
at amoment when a number of serious 
contenders vying to become the Demo- 
cratic Party presidential nominee have 
spoken critically of the racial dispari- 
ties in the cannabis industry. Thus it’s 
rather appalling that an entire — and 
rather crucial — demographic has been 
omitted entirely. 

It’s not like there aren’t compelling

options. 

Congresswoman Barbara Lee or 
California State Treasurer Fiona Ma 
would both have made for excellent 
choices, especially given the criterion 
“most influential.” Their omission is 
certainly not due to their status as 
politicians — Nevada State Legislator 
Tick Segerblom and California’s own 
Bureau of Cannabis Control Chief Lori 
Ajax were both deemed suitable. 

Instead of any women of color, we 
get MedMen’s Adam Bierman. Sure, 
Bierman may be influential in the 
sense that MedMen has enjoyed an ex- 
cessively large slice of the publicity pie 
thus far, but it’s also worth noting that 
Bierman is currently the defendant in 
a class-action lawsuit that alleges he 
engaged in financial impropriety and 
used sexist, racist, and homophobic 
slurs. 

As a go-to resource for members of 
the general public curious to under- 
stand the cannabis industry, it’s the 
responsibility of the editors at High 
Times to deliver content worthy of 
their publication’s reputation. In the 
case of their 100 of 2018, they have 
notably failed. One hopes this blunder 
will inspire them to take a fresh look 
at the industry they purport to know 
so well. 
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Following 
chain of 
liability in 
e-scooter 
injuries

This week’s question comes from John 
T. in Portola Valley, who asks: 


Q: ‘Twas using an electric scooter when the 
brakes failed and Iran into acar, breaking my 
wrist. didnt do anything wrong, but now Ihave 
alot of medical bills andI willmiss at least three 
weeks of work (Iwork with my hands). I reached 
out to the company and they said they would 
‘lookintoit, but Ihave not heard anything back 
fromthem.I dont have alot of money so this 

is going to wipe out the meager savings I have. 


What are my rights?” 


A: John, Iam sorry to hear of your 
crash. Unfortunately, you are part of a 
growing number of people being hurt 
by these new scooters, whether while 


No) d1 740 40) be, 
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driving over storm grates and uneven 
roads, colliding with cars that pull out 
in front of them or make unsafe lane 
changes, or by being rear-ended. 
E-scooters are causing a flood of inju- 
ries to the emergency rooms through- 
out the state. 


Your case, in which the scooter’s 
brakes failed, presents an issue of 
product liability law. Like other ju- 
risdictions, California law provides a 
means of seeking accountability for 
injuries caused by defective products 
by bringing suit against product de- 
signers, manufacturers, distributors, 
retailers and, in this case, providers 
of products for general use and con- 
sumption. 


A claim for product liability may 
arise where there is a flaw in a prod- 
uct’s design, a manufacturing defect, 
a failure to properly inspect or main- 
tain a product, or a failure to warn of 
dangerous and foreseeable risks, even 
when caused by foreseeable misuse. 
In order to succeed in such a claim, 
the product must be in the same or 
similar condition as when it left the 
manufacturer, distributor, or retailer. 
If the product has been modified in a 
manner that may have contributed to 
the injury, any party “upstream” from 
the point when it was modified may 
be insulated from liability. 
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Since products are often designed, 
manufactured, distributed, and re- 
tailed by different entities, and there 
is a risk that any one or more of them 
may not be properly insured or finan- 
cially stable enough to pay for a valid 
claim, California follows the “chain of 
distribution” method of financial ac- 
countability. Depending on the type 
of defect (design vs. manufacturing/ 
inspection), anyone “downstream” 
in the chain of distribution, from the 
designer to the retailer, or in this case 
rental company, may be held finan- 
cially responsible for your injuries. 


California law follows what is 
known as the “consumer expectations 
test” in determining whether a prod- 
uct is defective. If a product fails to 
operate safely when used in such a 
manner as a consumer could reason- 
ably expect that it should, then the 
design may, depending on the facts, 
prove to be defective. If the product 
leaves a factory with a safety defect 
deviating from the intended design 
and manufacturing process (in your 
case, if the brake cable was fastened 
incorrectly), then the producer may 
be held liable for a manufacturing de- 
fect claim. The manufacturer may also 
be held liable for a failure to conduct 
a reasonable inspection to assure that 
the scooter was safe and fit for its 


intended use. 


If, on the other hand, the product, 
as designed and manufactured, was 
safe at its point of initial sale, but 
Bird, Skip, Scoot, Lime or another 
rental company failed to properly in- 
spect and maintain the product while 
it was in the field, then that company 
may be held responsible under a 
negligent maintenance theory of 
liability. These scooters are in heavy 
use/rotation and are often abused. 
The company’s inspection and main- 
tenance program should be carefully 
examined to ascertain whether their 
methods and practices are adequate 
to identify and remedy dangerous 
defects. 


One hurdle that you may face in 
making a successful claim, depending 
on the scooter company you rent 
through, is that you may have signed 
a waiver and/or assumption of risk 
clause when you clicked “accept” and 
accepted the terms and conditions 
of use. Some companies have put 
in a complete waiver in their terms 
and conditions which they will claim 
bars any legal action against them. 
Others have placed a $100 limit on 
their accountability. Some even go 
so far as to include a waiver of any 
claims against the manufacturers. 
These broad waivers have yet to be 


challenged at the appellate courts, 

so it is unclear if they will be upheld. 
Because of the unfairness associated 
with these waivers, I have proposed 
legislation, together with the premier 
consumer protection association in 
California, The Consumer Attorneys 
of California, to eliminate these an- 
ti-consumer waivers. 


John, I suggest that you speak 
with a good, well respected, trial 
lawyer about this case and your facts. 
These companies generally don’t ne- 
gotiate.

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International art collective Superorganism embraces ‘Browser Tab Pop.’

How would you describe the 
nature of pop music today? Mainstream 
stars proudly brag about aping artists 
who toil in obscurity or who have long 
been forgotten. Indie musicians cite pop- 
ulist radio acts as their inspiration. The 
difference between platinum pop royalty 
and fresh-faced newcomers is indiscern- 
ible, as artists of all stripes embrace the 
boundary-less musical landscape of the 
internet. 

So what to call this new phenome- 
non, where songs flit rapidly from one 
mood to the next, blending high and 
low in quick succession? Based on the 
musings of Christopher Young — aka 
Harry, the one-named producer and 
multi-instrumentalist for the pan-con- 
tinental group Superorganism — the 
best label for this amorphous new 
genre could be Browser Tab Pop. 

“Tm working on a song right now, 
and I have a massive amount of tabs 
open on my laptop,” says Harry, whose 
group plays the Great American Music 
Hall on April 16. “There are maybe 
five different articles where I’ve read 
between 30 percent and 80 percent 
of the story, and Ill probably finish 
them all today. There is this constant 
context-changing that happens in our 
lives, and everyone’s attention span is 
affected so dramatically. It feels natu- 
ral to cram a lot of different ideas into 
a two-to-three-minute pop song.” 

No group defines the rapid 
tab-switching of today’s music better 
than Superorganism, a collection of 
web-browsing, pseudonymous music 
nerds from across the globe who met 
while geeking out over online forum 
discussions. 

Superorganism songs are strange 
creations that meander loquaciously 
along, mirroring the laid-back ap- 
proach of Orono, the baby-faced teen- 
ager who fronts the group (and who 
recently graduated from high school in 
Maine). Odd soundbites are inserted 
randomly into each track, and there 
is a motorik cadence that resembles 
post-rock pioneers Stereolab, only with 
the tempo slowed down to a molasses 
pace. Shockingly, it all works — there 
are hooks aplenty in the Superorgan- 
ism oeuvre, with the weirdest bits of 
ear worms living in each song. Disarm- 
ing upon first listen, these tunes beg to 
be played multiple times. 

“T think we all like music that is

familiar and accessible, but alsoa 
little sketchy,” says Harry, who grew 
up in England before moving to New 
Zealand as a teenager. “We are not 
into stuff that’s deliberately obtuse 
and discordant. We like music that’s 
almost sugary-sweet melodically, but 
also at the same time, it’s great to have 
subversive elements that throw off 
your expectations. It’s a weird contra- 
diction, but it works for us.” 

Saying that contradiction merely 
“works” is considerably underselling 
the success of the group. Superor- 
ganism’s oddly winning formula has 
attracted the attention of heavy-hit- 
ters such as Frank Ocean and Vampire 
Weekend’s Ezra Koenig, who were 
both early admirers. Their champion- 
ing of Superorganism’s eclectic sound 
provided a credibility boost for a band 
that has struggled at times to shift the 
focus from their unique origin story to 
the collective’s inarguable talent. 

To repeat (very briefly) that 
oft-cited background, Superorganism 
includes members from locales across 


the globe, including New Zealand, 
England, and Japan, and the group 
put together the material for its 2018 
self-titled debut album from remote 
locations. 

Yet Superorganism stands out not 
because its members grew up in dif- 
ferent countries, but because of their 
embrace of the internet and its demo- 
cratizing principles. As seen by Carly 
Rae Jepsen name-checking someone as 
obscure as the late (and great) Richard 
Swift, the virtual world flattens fame, 
putting pop stars on the same level 
as indie rock musicians. Harry and 
his pals met over their mutual appre- 
ciation for esoteric artists, but they 
shared just as much love for hit-mak- 
ing pop stars. 

“T always think about when my dad 
was young, you either liked disco or 
punk. You couldn't like both — well, 
unless you were David Byrne or Debbie 
Harry,’ Harry says. “If my dad was 
going to spend money on a record, he 
wanted to make sure it sounded like 
The Stooges or The Ramones, because 


he was paying a lot of money. Now | 
have the luxury to not define myself 
like that, which means I can listen to 
a playlist that has both The Ramones 
and The Bee Gees.” 

Further bolstering their reputation 
as Wagneresque devourers of culture, 
Superorganism devotes just as much 
time to the visual, written, and artistic 
elements, with some of the members’ 
roles listed as dancers and painters. 
The internet isn’t just a breeding 
ground for music exploration, but a 
place to indulge a love for cinema, art, 
and literature, Harry says. A Superor- 
ganism song could be just as indebted 
to a Curb Your Enthusiasm episode as to 
a Beach Boys album. 

All of this could sound highfalutin 
or gimmicky, if everything about the 
music didn’t coalesce so naturally. 
There is a reason this group is playing 
Coachella and embarking on a multi- 
month tour this year — their songs are 
expertly crafted, lovingly developed, 
and impeccably reflective of the schizo- 
phrenic music culture of today. 
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Super Band, Super Name, Super Influences 
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“T think about a band like Daft Punk 
— they’re one of my favorite artists 
of all time, but they also have one of 
the most famous gimmicks in music 
history,” says Harry. “If it wasn’t for 
the quality of the music they produced, 
they would be just two robots.” 

Guy-Manuel de Homem-Christo 
and Thomas Bangalter’s project is a 
great touchstone for Superorganism. 
Behind the masks, it always felt like 
those two Frenchmen were peering 
somehow into the future — looking 
at the musical landscape still to come. 
If they did have those visionary ca- 
pabilities, Superorganism is the band 
they would have been: a fearless group, 
unbound by barriers or restrictions. In 
this limitless world, it is inevitable that 
one of your tabs will eventually find its 
way to Superorganism.

Parcel Post 


A guintet of Aussie expats in Berlin perfects that afternoon pool-party sound.

“I’m the biggest Steely Dan fan,” 
Anatole Serret, the drummer of Parcels, 
definitively states. 

He means it. He and his bandmates 
— five Australians who relocated to 
Berlin straight out of high school, sight 
unseen for four of them — make fal- 
setto-driven, staying-cool-in-the-heat 
music that, 15 years ago, or maybe 
even eight, probably would not have 
been taken seriously, just as Steely 
Dan’s 1980 jazz-rock masterpiece 
Gaucho has not been taken seriously. 
Remember when people had a hard 
time admitting that they liked Fleet- 
wood Mac, which now seems as though 
it had always been one of the easiest 
bands in the world to adore? Parcels 
takes Steely Dan, holds it giddily aloft, 
then grabs a ketchup bottle marked 
“Alan Parsons Project” and squirts it all 
over the place. 

“When we first arrived [in Ber- 
lin], we were overwhelmed with the 
electronic music scene, and we all got 
really into it and we started listening 
to a big harder electro,” Serret says, 
giggling. “It was fun and you can defi- 
nitely hear it on the Hideout EP that 
Berlin played a bit of an influence. In 
Australia, five years ago, dance music 
was super-lame: Only the hippie, drug- 
gie kids were listening to really bad 
‘diggity-diggity-diggity. ” 

Electronic music was fun to make in 
a city where almost every musician is a 
DJ, but by virtue of being new in town 
and knowing almost no one, they were 
able to do their own thing. Laboring 
with an ear toward making music that 
will still sound great in 20 years is one 
thing, but doing it without an anoint- 
ed leader is another thing altogether. 
Parcels, Serret says, is a genuinely 
democratic project. 

“Everyone writes their own tracks 
and then someone brings it to the 
band, and it’s like ‘Here’s a song, and 
then we’re all really a part of turning 
a demo into a recording and we’re all 
a really big part of turning a recording 
into something that we play live,” Ser- 
ret says. “Everyone has room to kind of 
shine in all areas of the band.” 

With all due respect to the musi- 
cianship that an act like Metronomy 
presents, there’s a more overt, tongue- 
in-cheek factor to a band like that than 
there is with Parcels. And while San 
Francisco’s own Poolside is a marvel- 





ous swat-the-floating-chlorine-caddy- 
out-of-the-way-and-please-pass-me- 
another-margarita-in-a-floating-koozie 
duo as well, Parcels is not a side hustle 
that took on a life of its own. A song 
like “Yourfault” has a genuine pathos; 
yes, you can hear some Spandau Ballet 
on it, but slow it down a little more 
and it could almost be a Julee Cruise 
out-take, albeit one sung by a man. 
Parcels plays the Regency Ballroom 
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on Tuesday, April 16, midway between 
the band’s sets at Coachella on both 
Saturdays. (They were born to play 
during the late afternoon, so here’s 
hoping that’s when they’re slotted.) 
On the strength of two EPs, an epon- 
ymous full-length, and a constellation 
of singles and remixes, they’ve carved 
out a fiefdom all their own — anda 
collaboration with Daft Punk certainly 
didn’t hurt, either. And if it sounds as 


though Serret and co. have built a ca- 
reer out of raiding their parents’ record 
collections, that’s not entirely so. 

“T was recently in Australia and I 
was playing stuff for my mum, and she 
was like, ‘Yeah, I know this, ” Serret 
says. I’ve been listening to Joni Mitch- 
ell, and it’s weird — there’s a whole 
ton of people I just listened to in the 
last year that I should have listened to 
much earlier.”

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The Pirates Behind the Groove 


The maverick founder of vinyl-record manufacturer Pirates Press shares developments on the company's in-house label — and his diagnosis of 


the industry.

While streaming has become 
the dominant mode of music consump- 
tion, vinyl remains a lucrative medium 
for artists and plays an integral part of 
the music industry’s backbone. Pirates 
Press, a vinyl-record manufacturer and 
independent label in Emeryville, has 
thrived by doing things its own way for 
15 years. 

“It was just off to the races — you 
know, exponential growth pretty much 
since day one. It’s been the name of the 
game,” says Eric “Skippy” Mueller, the 
founder and president of Pirates Press. 

Mueller started the company as a 
bedroom operation in 2004, and it has 
since evolved into one of the industry’s 
most prestigious and reputable vinyl 
manufacturers, having pressed records 
for Prince, Metallica, and The White 
Stripes. 

“It’s people that have grown up with 
vinyl and have decided to challenge 
themselves to turn the new generation 
of vinyl into something that’s better 
than just putting out the same product 
that’s been made for 50 years,” he says 
of Pirates Press’ mission. 

“We can see trends with a lot more 
clarity because we're actually working 
with boots on the ground,” Mueller 
continues. “I think the biggest trend 
we see is that the people who are tak- 
ing the time to make nice products 
that you could take a nice photo for so- 
cial media, and things like that, are re- 
ally improving the standards of vinyl.” 

The medium, which has seen an 
increase in sales over the past decade, 
has kept on a steady resurgence for 
many reasons, one being turntables. 
They're not the kind of thing most peo- 
ple collect, Mueller says. Consequently, 
some artists have since capitalized on 
vinyl’s ascendant popularity. 

“There are a lot of bands right now 
who are carving out the vinyl rights 
in their contracts,’ Mueller explains. 
“So, for example, they might put their 
record out with a big label, but reserve 
the right to be able to press records 
themselves. 

“There’s a nostalgia to it and a sense 
of continuity to record-collecting that 
gets passed down from parent to child, 
which is amazing, and something we in 
the vinyl industry take advantage of,” 
Mueller adds. 

But it’s not why vinyl is popular 


today, he says, speculating that 
the quality of the records is vastly 
improved over the 1970s and ’80s. 
To stay ahead of the curve, the 
manufacturer uses one-of-a-kind 
software that maximizes the qual- 
ity of the record regardless of the 
turntable it is played on. 

As Mueller explains, “The soft- 
ware program allows us to do qual- 
ity control that no other factory 
can. Essentially, when we're cutting 
a record, we're able to record that 
cut in real time.” 

Today, Pirates Press’ main facto- 
ry in the Czech Republic is capable 
of producing over 120,000 records 
a day, using manual and automated 
state-of-the-art equipment. 

“We've really never done any 
advertising or marketing in the 
traditional sense of it,’ Mueller 
says. “The only advertising and 
marketing we've done in terms of 
like growing the company has really 
been through our label. And we 
started that a year after starting 
the manufacturing company.” 

Pirates Press Records is the in- 
house label of the manufacturing 
company, specializing in punk and 
hardcore, and has seen its own 
share of success. 

“A lot of the decisions we make 
on the label side are made as a 
group. It’s not just me. It’s every- 
body talking about the band and 
the pluses and minuses and in 
working with them, and in a mar- 
keting sense as well,” Mueller says 
of the record label’s work ethos. 
“The label is something that’s been 
growing and expanding, and we 
want to make sure it reflects all the 
people that are a part of Pirates as 
much as possible — but maintains 
a cohesive voice.” 

Last year saw the release of 
Pirates Press 200: One Family One 
Flag, a compilation celebrating 200 
releases on the label, including cuts 
from Rancid, Tim Timebomb, and 
The Interrupters. They recently hired 
industry veteran Vique Martin as the 
head of sales and distribution, as part 
of the goal of establishing stronger 


personal relationships with customers. 


“We're really smart and really good 
at communication about that kind of 
stuff, so that our customers don’t get 
disappointed,” Mueller explains. “And

that’s why we don't lose customers, 
either. We’re constantly growing as a 
company because of that, because we 
don’t isolate people.” 

Support for musicians and a love 
of vinyl are what the relationships 
between the Pirates team and clients 
are built on. 

“It’s not just about the music,” 
Mueller says. “It’s about the politics 
and the sense of community and what- 


not. Punk isn’t just about music, and 
everyone here feels like that. So that’s 
vital when it comes to choosing which 
bands to work with.” 

The label recently released a milled 
7-inch vinyl of NOI!SE’s single “Mass 
Apathy,” donated the profits to gun-vi- 
olence charities. At the end of the day, 
it is the unrestrained passion and am- 
bition Mueller has for the medium that 
has allowed Pirates Press to evolve into 
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the powerhouse it is, with a sincere 
desire to help musicians thrive. 

“In some ways, we're just trying to 
create a system for people to get all of 
our records in the most affordable way 
possible,” Mueller says, “and maybe 
learn about some cool new bands in 
the process.” 
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Charlotte Gainsbourg deliberates over whether to work in English or French.

Charlottte Gainsbourg has re- 
leased five albums but doesn’t think of 
herself as a musician. She’s acted in art 
films (Todd Haynes’ I’m Not There, Lars 
von Trier’s Melancholia) and mass-cult 
schlock (Independence Day: Resurgence) 
but she doesn’t think of herself as an ac- 
tor, either. She helms her own videos, al- 
though in her opinion, she’s not a 
director. And she published a book of 
photographs and lyrics to accompany 
her 2017 album of the same name, Rest, 
but she doesn’t see herself as a photogra- 
pher. So what is she, then? 

“Exactly!” she laughs. “It makes me 
very nervous if I feel I have to prove 
the professionalism of being an artist. 
I don't belive in any of that. I don’t be- 
lieve I have much to say to the world. 
I find it really very pretentious every 
time I hear it, but I believe that some 
people are artists, [and] the way I was 
brought up was ‘You can’t take yourself 
seriously. You're not Van Gogh. You're 
not Chopin.” 

To fall into armchair Freudianism, 
it would be all too easy to experience 
self-doubt — even of an invigorat- 
ing, reality-checking type — if your 
parents were the French songwriter 
and polymath Serge Gainsbourg and 
the English model and actress Jane 
Birkin. But this goes beyond a simple 
derivative of Harold Bloom’s anxiety 
of influence. It might be surprising 
for someone who's been so fearlessly 
transgressive throughout her career, 
ever since that monocle-shattering 
“Lemon Incest” duet with her ribald, 
pun-adoring father at the age of 12, 
but Gainsbourg seems to recoil from 
identifying as anything she hasn’t 
mastered to her own satisfaction. To 
call yourself a musician is already to 
delimit your possibilities a little, by 
redirecting the doubt toward any other 
endeavors you might undertake. 

On Rest and on its follow-up, the 
2018 EP Take 2, Gainsbourg con- 
clusively proves that she is indeed a 
musician — and one with an 18th- 
and 19th-century bent. Some of her 
songs have an orchestrally supported 
macabre quality, too sophisticated to 
be nursery rhymes and too subtle to 
be goth anthems, but sort of the sonic 
equivalent of the little-girl-in-a-blood- 
stained-party-dress that populates 
the horror-film imaginary. (And who 
among us doesn’t love a harpsichord,

which pops up on Rest’s “Lying with 
You” and again on Take 2’s “Such a Re- 
markable Day.”) 

“I’m more comfortable with the 
piano because I did a bit of classical 
music growing up, so it’s more my in- 
strument,” she says, admitting that her 
guitar-playing and her drumming are 
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“very, very basic.” 

Gainsbourg credits the producer 
SebastiAn with the preponderance of 
her arrangements, which endow her 
songs with a ghostly heft. She’s too 
worldly to be Emily Dickinson, but 
there are references to Edgar Allen Poe 
amid the synths and the Kanye West 
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Dance Macabre, Chansons Macabres 


so it was quite moody, but I had gone 
through a big drama so I wanted to 
express all of that without censoring 
myself and I guess what I hope comes 
across is a very sincere tone,” she says, 
referring in a very circumspect way to 
the death of her half-sister, Kate Barry, 
who fell out the window of her Paris 
apartment in 2013. 

For years, Gainsbourg had kept 
a daily journal, although once she 
became a mother her exhaustiveness 
slowly dissipated. And the labor of 
combing through it to find usable ma- 
terial for songs became onerous. 

“I guess when you write a journal, 
sometimes youre not yourself,” she 
says. So “there’s a bit of pretense.” 

She was also writing in English, not 
French, and the decision of what lan- 
guage to work in and when has been 
quite complicated. On her latest work, 
it’s hard to glean an underlying pattern 
to her choices. 

“It goes with the flow, really,” she 
says. “It’s really half-and-half. On the 
album, I started writing a lot of it in 
French, maybe all in French — but 
it resembled little poetry, not songs. 
When I moved to New York, I tried to 
make them more into songs and then | 
switched to English quite a lot for the 
chorus bits. That was easier for me be- 
cause, I can play with the English in a 
lighter way than I can with the French 
— which, for me, is much heavier.” 

The switching is fun, she says, a way 
to keep things alive. It also jibed with 
the playful anonymity of her life in 
New York. 

There, “you feel that everyone is a 
little artistic and you don’t take your- 
self too seriously, whereas in France I 
would never have done this,” she says. 
“There’s some part of Frenceh culture 
that makes it hard. Here, I have no 
attachments!”

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Sister-y History 


The Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence get set to celebrate their 40th anniversary, having perfected the habit of charitable works and hilarious 


controversies.

This year’s Hunky Jesus Contest 


returns to Dolores Park after its five-year 
detour to Golden Gate Park’s Hellman 
Hollow. But the annual Sisters of Perpet- 
ual Indulgence Easter Sunday party 
marks an even more important mile- 
stone — the 40-year anniversary of the 
flamboyant drag-charity organization 
that dons Catholic nun outfits to delight 
San Francisco (and enrage homophobes 
elsewhere around the world). 

The Sisters’ 40th anniversary is 
next Sunday, April 21, but the celebra- 
tions are already underway. (A Hunky 
Jesus beer had its release party last 
night.) Technically, the Sisters’ anni- 
versary date is April 15, a date that 
Strut in the Castro will honor Monday 
night with a raging reception. Else- 
where, pub crawls, art exhibitions, and 
happy hours damn-near every night 
until Easter will lionize the Sisters’ 40 
years of raising millions for charity, 
creating controversy, and fucking shit 
up in fabulous apparel. 

“The Sisters were always fearless,” 
says Sister Roma, the self-described 
“Most Photographed Nun in the 
World,” who joined back in 1987, be- 


fore the Sisters spread to more than 70 
different orders on four continents. 

But the group started here in San 
Francisco, back on Easter Sunday 
1979. This was an era when church 
contingents would send right-wing 
protesters to shout at the immoral 
homosexuals in known gay neighbor- 
hoods, and three drag queens decided 
to clap back while dressed in full nun 
regalia. 

“When they went out to harass 
the community on that first fateful 
Sunday in 1979, they did not wear 
makeup,’ Roma tells SF Weekly. “They 
were just men with facial hair in these 
nuns habits, and they went around the 
Castro, all through Polk Street, and to 
the gay beach to just sort of screw with 
people.” 

Founding member Sister Vicious 
Power Hungry Bitch dabbled in the 
clownish white theatrical makeup 
popularized by performance troupes 
like the Cockettes and Radical Faeries, 
evolving into the Sisters’ trademark 
colorful appearance with garish, giant 
eyelashes. The Sisters did their first 
charity fundraiser in October 1980, a 
bingo-disco event that benefited gay 
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Cuban refugees — which was a spec- 
tacular success thanks to a shout-out 
in Herb Caen’s column. 

These charitable efforts couldn't 
have arrived at a better time, but fora 
reason that couldn’t have been worse. 
A devastating pandemic known as the 
“gay cancer” was only beginning to hit 
San Francisco. 

“People around us were sick and dy- 
ing, and no one knew why,’ Roma re- 
calls. “People were losing their homes, 
their jobs, their family, and their 
friends, and everyone was basically 
afraid to touch them. 

“You would walk into the Castro 
and you would see emaciated people 
covered in Kaposi’s [sarcoma] or they’d 
be sitting at the end of the bar, isolat- 
ed, alone, and afraid. And the Sisters 
would walk in and be the first ones to 
sit down and strike up a conversation. 
Sometimes, all those people needed 
was a hug. And the Sisters were always 
there to give a hug.” 

They gave more than hugs, distrib- 
uting the first safer sex pamphlet to 
address what we now call AIDS. Pride 
flag creator Gilbert Baker joined the 
order in 1981 as Sister Chanel 2001, 


and a queen named Sister Boom Boom 
nearly won a seat on the Board of 
Supervisors in 1982. Bobby Campbell, 
known as Sister Florence Nightmare, 
appeared on a 1983 cover of Newsweek 
in one of the first examples of sympa- 
thetic coverage of HIV victims. 

The Sisters were becoming some- 
thing of a national media sensation, 
mostly drawing charges of blasphemy 
from outraged Catholics. Their images 
were used to fan Republican resent- 
ment of “San Francisco liberals” at the 
1984 Democratic Convention, and 
their antics protesting Pope John Paul 
ITs 1987 visit here officially landed the 
Sisters on the Papal List of Heretics. 

But the greatest disruption to the 
Pope’s visit was one they didn’t even 
plan. The office of the Archdiocese that 
handled the Pope’s visit accidentally 
listed a 415 number, instead of its real 
408 area code. Hilariously, it belonged 
to a Sister of Perpetual Indulgence who 
was involved in coordinating papal 
protests. 

“The number that they listed was 
Sister Blanche de Roote,” Roma laughs. 
“So she started getting phone calls to 
her answering machine asking for in- 
formation about the Pope’s visit. 

Sister Blanche changed her an- 
swering machine recording to say, 
‘This message is to inform you that 
the Pope’s visit to America has been 
aborted. I believe he was struck by 
lightning.’ ” 

But the Sisters may be best known 
today for their annual Easter Sunday 
anniversary extravaganzas, highlight- 
ed by the Hunky Jesus Contest. They 
would not begin throwing anniversary 
parties until 1989, the first of which 
was a nighttime bar affair at the old 
Club Townsend (tragically, now a Sub- 
way sandwich shop). 

“Our 10-year anniversary, we had 
a big celebration, because it was the 
same time that we got our 501(c)(3) 
[nonprofit] status,” Roma says. 

The 1990s saw the Sisters hold 
their annual Easter anniversaries at a 
small Castro park now known as Rikki 
Streicher Field, and the free, popular 
party kept growing. The Hunky Jesus 
Contest was added at some point in 
the mid-1990s, but it is unclear which 
year. (“I feel like I have been the emcee 
at every one of them,” Roma claims.) 

San Francisco was a different place 
back then. Catholics across the city de- 
manded that the city stop permitting 
this satirical blasphemy on the holiest 


day of the Christian calendar. Hell, 

SF Weekly even ran a lengthy 1999 
diatribe against the Sisters’ anniver- 
sary party, not realizing how good the 
Sisters were at capitalizing on “bad” 
publicity. 

“For our 20th anniversary, we want- 
ed to close Castro Street and have a 
bigger celebration,” Roma remembers. 

City Hall tried to rescind the permit 
after negative national attention from 
the Catholic Church and conservative 
talk radio, but then-supervisors Mark 
Leno and Tom Ammiano fought for the 
Sisters’ right to party. 

“The publicity we got for that, we 
could have never paid for. It was head- 
line news everywhere,” she says. “As 
a result, we had 20,000 people in the 
Castro for our 20th anniversary.” 

Their Easter shenanigans have 
drawn similar-sized crowds ever since, 
except on the occasional rainy year. 
The event moved to Dolores Park in 
2001 to accommodate the bonneted 
masses, and then to Golden Gate Park 
in 2014 due to Dolores Park’s renova- 
tion. This year’s party will feel like a 
homecoming. 

“San Francisco and Easter and the 
Sisters have become such a highly an- 
ticipated and cherished annual event,” 
Roma says. “People are really happy to 
see us return to Dolores Park.” 

The unconventional nunsense of 
these DayGlo drag queens conceals a 
deeper purpose. “Many of us feel that 
we are nuns, Roma tells SF Weekly. 
“We minister to our community, we 
serve the sick, we feed the hungry, we 
do all the things that many Catholic 
charities and nuns do. 

“The Sisters have been filled with 
amazing, colorful characters, but also 
really important, passionate, and 
smart people who’ve made the world a 
better place,” she adds. 

Current board president Sister 
Selma Soul estimates the order has 
raised between $100,000 to $200,000 
for charity every year since 1999, and 
close to $3 million over the course 
of their existence. Their works have 
touched millions of people, and pissed 
off millions more, but the remarkable 
legacy of the Sisters of Perpetual Indul- 
gence is second to nun.

Randy Rainbow's self-deprecating musical satire can neutralize haters before they even know what hit 


them.

In his scalding, blistering, 
singe-your-eyeballs-just-by-even-look- 
ing-at-it takedown of Education Secre- 
tary and plutocrat Betsy DeVos’ attempt 
to gut the Special Olympics of federal 
funding, musical satirist Randy Rainbow 
parodied the song “Cruella De Vil” from 
the original 101 Dalmatians. But for the 
bridge, where the original, Grinch-y lyr- 
ics scan, “You come to realize 

you ve seen her kind of eyes / Watching 
you from underneath a rock,” Rainbow 
sings “She bathes in teachers’ tears / And 
burns up school supplies to fuel her 
yachts,” deliberately lisping the last S to 
hammer home the point that DeVos 
does in fact own more than one very 
large pleasure craft. 

He hath damned her with sibilance, 
in other words. 

Rainbow — his actual name — does 
several things well. He’s a puckish 
lyricist, a foil for Washingtonian chica- 
nery, a video editor with the technical 
skills and bonkers sensibility of a dig- 
ital native, and a rubber-faced queen 
whose expressive eyes launch zingers 
of their own. He doesn’t have resting 
bitch face so much as a malevolent 
smile; the more teeth he’s flashing, the 
worse you know it’s going to hurt. And, 
of course, he sings, usually backing 
himself up in quadruplicate. 

“Tm not a political pundit by any 
means,” Rainbow tells SF Weekly by 
phone. “If I have a passion for any- 
thing, it’s more the truth than politics, 
and I think that’s what got me interest- 
ed in comedy in the first place, because 
the best comedy is the truth. People 
recognize that. 

“Talso try to make myself the butt 
of the joke as much as possible, so that 
might be endearing to people on both 
sides.” 

Rainbow, who plays both the Luther 
Burbank Center for the Arts (Thursday, 
April 18) and San Francisco’s Masonic 
Center (Saturday, April 20), has little 
difficulty translating these four-minute 
clips to the stage. He has a big screen 
behind him onto which the “greatest 
hits” are projected, and a band that en- 
ables him to segue from video clips to 
songs, plus there’s a Q&A component 
with audience participation. 

That would seem a little risky, a 
flamboyant performer presenting 
heavily doctored footage meant to lam- 
poon the Establishment, sometimes in 
the form of “Border Lies” (set to Ma- 


) ce 


donna’s “Borderline”). But there aren’t 


that many MAGA hecklers, he says. 

“As far as the live shows, I’ve 
only had like two walkouts, which 
— you gotta think — for as many 
shows as I’ve done, is pretty good. 

A lot of the mail that I get is people 
saying, ‘I don’t agree with you and 
we don't share any of the same be- 
liefs politically, or in any capacity, 
but I love your videos.’ ” 

While he also confesses to being 
extremely thin-skinned — “I would 
never process criticism,’ he admits 
— the use of self-deprecation can 
really inoculate a crowd. Rainbow 
is steeped in the culture of musical 
theater, so much so that his last day 
job was as a receptionist for the ac- 
counting firm that processes Broad- 
way shows and tours. And now 
that he himself is touring in short 
bursts, it’s become a little tougher 
to get more than two or three videos 
up per month. 

“It’s still just me, doing every- 
thing from writing to recording to 
editing, which is very time-consum- 
ing,” he says. “I luckily just go out 
in clusters on my tour, so I’m never 
gone for more than five or seven days, 
tops, and then I come home for a week 
or two and turn on CNN to see what- 
ever Wolf Blitzer tells me to sing about 
that night.” 

If Netflix wanted to give him a show 
and a team of writers and producers, 
he’d jump, but for now he does every- 
thing in his apartment. Upon selecting 
a topic, he’ll write for four hours, 
record for two or three, film it for 
another two to three, then stay up all 
night editing — which can take up to 
15 hours. The result is pieces like “He’s 
in Love (And We’re All Gonna Die), a 
spoof of the Donald Trump-Kim Jong- 
un bromance by way of “Wonderful 
Guy” from South Pacific. 

“Tm not a disciplined person. I 
manage to whip myself into shape 
enough to get into this routine, but 
I would die if I did that every single 
night,” he says. 

Rainbow uses props he gets from 
his costume designer — Amazon 
Prime — the best-known of which is a 
pair of cheap, pink, plastic glasses he 
dons when he’s about to read someone. 
(People started wearing them to his 
shows, so he branded his own and sells 
them as merch.) They’re reminiscent 
of talk-show host Sally Jessy Raphael’s 
red glasses, which were so mucha 
part of her look that after she stopped 
wearing them people ceased to recog-

nize her. 

“T actually heard from Sally Jessy, 
who |’m proud to say is a fan as well,” 
he says. “She took note of the glasses 
and so we kind of have that sisterhood 
between us. ... I like to say they kind of 
became my pussy hat.” 

After joining Carmen Cusack of 
Bright Star fame on stage for a song at 
New York’s cabaret club 54 Below, he 
remained there as she took her bows, 
thanking Steve Martin and Martin 
Short, who happened to be in the au- 
dience. Rainbow says he “lost my shit” 
when he heard those words. 

“People think I’m obnoxious and 
outspoken, but I’m actually very shy, 
especially when it comes to people 
like that,” he says. “They actually sent 
somebody over and requested that I 
join them for a drink, and it turns out 
they’re both big fans. Steve Martin was 
quoting my videos to me and telling 
me I’m a big deal in his house, and it 
doesn’t fit in my brain. He was asking 
specific questions about specific vid- 
eos!” 

Fame doesn’t seem to have changed 
him much. It was “Braggadocious,’ the 
anti-Trump parody of “Supercalifra- 
gilisticexpialidocious,” that propelled 
Rainbow to YouTube stardom in the 
run-up to the 2016 election. So The 
New York Times devoted its occasion- 
ally unbearable “Sunday Routine” 
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segment to Rainbow the 
weekend before the mid- 
terms. Rather than purport 
to arise at 6 a.m. and con- 
sume a single calorie before 
working out all morning 
and volunteering for Oxfam 
until the wee hours, he 
admits to lounging about, 
not particularly enjoying 
the gym much, and letting 
brunch with friends transi- 
tion seamlessly into cocktail 
time. 

“T could have bullshitted 
everyone, but what for?” he 
says. Who am I fooling? I 
was already self-conscious 
about it because I thought 
it featured a lot of drinking, 
but whatever.” 

It’s just fuel for the late 
nights feverishly editing 
a litany of scandals and 
national embarrassments 
into a devastating reworking 
of “My Favorite Things,” 
covfefe and all.

The Chaperone 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
There’s a great movie to be made about the 
life and career of silent screen icon Louise 
Brooks. Michael Engler’s The Chaperone is 
not that movie, although it’s a great movie in 
other ways. In 1922 Kansas, unhappy society 
matron Norma Carlisle (Elizabeth McGovern) 
offers to escort the 15-year-old Louise (Haley 
Lu Richardson) to a New York dance academy. 
(Norma is very 1920s-conservative, but so 
that we'll know she isn’t problematically 
so, the movie establishes early on that 
she’s opposed to the Klan.) While Louise is 
off indulging in speakeasy hedonism, the 
orphaned Norma searches for her birth 
mother, leading her to the convent where she 
grew up, and eventually into the arms of its 
groundskeeper, German immigrant Joseph 
(Géza Rohrig!). The Chaperone ends with an 
onscreen recap of Louise Brooks’s post-1942 
career, and Haley Lu is fine as Lulu, but her 
character could have been any free-spirited 
young woman. The true heart of the film is the 
romance between Norma and Joseph, and its 
greatest revelation is Rohrig’s performance. In 
only his third feature after 2015’s Son of Saul 
and this year’s To Dust, he finally gets to play 
a romance, and it’s lovely. We knew Louise 
Brooks was a timeless beauty, but it turns out 
Rohrig’s simple smile is also a heartbreaker.

62nd San Francisco 
International Film Festival 
Now playing at the Castro Theatre, the 
Vogue Theater, the Children’s Creativity 
Museum, the Walt Disney Family Museum, 
the Dolby Cinema, the YBCA Screening 
Room, SFMOMA, the Roxie Theater, 
the Victoria Theatre, and the SFFILM 
FilmHouse. 
The San Francisco-based film festival formerly 
abbreviated as SFIFF but now referred to as 
SFFILM due to unfortunate anti-fricative 
fervor, is entering its 62nd year of presenting 
films and film-adjacent features from far and 
near. Among the highlights of the first week 
is the State of Cinema address — delivered 
this year by Oakland’s own Boots Riley, 
director of the best film of 2018, Sorry to 
Bother You. Hailing from much farther away is 
Pella Kagerman and Hugo Lilja’s sci-fi drama 
Aniara, which while not the first film about a 
doomed Mars expedition in recent years, is 
almost certainly the first to be based on an 
epic poem by a Swedish Nobel laureate. (Suck 
it, Damon!) Meanwhile, the similarly well- 
trod “last man on Earth” story gets a Teutonic 
twist in Ulrich Kohler’s In My Room, wherein 
a German slacker wakes up to find himself 
in a very different world. Guaranteed to rile 
the “Lock her up!” crowd is Zachary Cotler 
and Magdalena Zyzak’s When I’m a Moth, 
a fictionalized look at a pivotal moment in 
Hillary Rodham’s life in 1969. And for those 
lucky enough to be between the ages of 10 
and 14, Kubo and the Two Strings creators 
LAIKA Studios will offer a hands-on workshop 
exploring the not-quite-lost art of stop- 
motion animation.

SHISH TAWOOK-MEISTER 


Rima’s Calitornia

For months and months, 
SF Weekly has recorded the dismal state 
of the Church-and-Market part of the 
Castro, which is entering the retail equiv- 
alent of a total shame spiral. To recite a 
partial litany once more: Sparky’s, Home, 
Chilango, Chow (hopefully temporarily), 
Crepevine, and other eateries have all 
closed, and of course Aardvark Books is 
gone, too. The problems are structural 
and no single business can likely arrest 
this trend, but if it’s foolhardy to pin our 
hopes on Beit Rima, we can all at least 
patronize it and hope for the best. 
There’s cause for hope. Samir Mo- 
gannam — a relative of Sam Mogan- 
nam of the Bi-Rite Family of Business- 
es — has taken over one of his father’s 
25-year-old Burgermeister locations 
and turned it into a fast-casual-ish 
spot for Arabic comfort food with pal- 
pable fine dining accents. Named for 
his mother (Beit Rima means “Rima’s 
house”) it’s homey and hip all at once, 
with baby’s breath in bottles on the ta- 
ble and witty art from the Saudi artist 
known as Nasser. Yeah, the ceiling is 
low and the soundsystem a little tinny, 
but a sense of warmth and hospitality 


out-radiates the heat from the oven. 
Order a Cali asparagus special and 

a lamb shank, and the cashier may 
very well pause and say, “That’s what 
I’m going to order for dinner!” and 
half-forget to ring you up because they 
got swept up extolling the virtues of 
your good taste. 

That asparagus is really something. 
(Almost all the vegetable-centric dish- 
es are something, but we'll get there.) 
Blistered and slightly blackened, these 
stalks are soothed with olive oil, cov- 
ered in a garlic-chili relish and a pista- 
chio dukkah, a toasted, vegan nut-and- 
seed blend that Beit Rima doesn’t opt 
to pulverize. Should you want a more 
advanced class in texture, the hamleh 
(pan-roasted green garbanzo beans 
that you eat in a manner not unlike 
edamame) is the best candidate, full of 
cumin and a lemony-tahini sauce for 
dipping. For five dollars, the portion is 
almost daunting. 

It’s also crucial to order ful, a some- 
time fava-bean dip that’s more of a 
cauldron-hot, cumin-filled porridge, 
as improved by a soft egg as tonkotsu 
ramen broth is. If you need more pita 
to scoop it up, it'll be there before you 
ask. 


Lemon brightens a baked halloumi, 
served with plenty of oil in a skillet for 
a minimum of squeak, and the charred 
spring onion adds that almost evanes- 
cent, precipice-of-spring note that’s so 
particular to this precise season. Toum, 
or salty Lebanese garlic sauce, covers 
the three skewers of yogurt-marinated 
chicken on the shish tawook plate — 
which at first glance might look like 
something Applebee’s would serve if 
it acquired an adventurous streak. But 
it’s richer and lighter atop the sweet- 
ish rice, not weighing it all down like 
a collapsed dairy tarp, and the rice is 
also credited to Mom. The $26 lamb 
shank, jutting out of its tomato-thick 
bowl of maftool, or Palestinian hand- 
rolled couscous, was perfect, the bone 
coming unmoored from the meat as 
easily as Wart, the future King Arthur, 
loosens Excalibur in The Sword in the 
Stone. 

Rare among dishes that are oth- 
erwise seasoned so expertly, the 
shakshuka — a Moroccan tomato stew 
that’s practically common on California 
brunch menus — was under-spiced, 
nearly egg-free, and altogether un- 
derwhelming, not nearly as appealing 
as the lambs’ maftool-and-tomato 
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sauce. While it’s not nearly as hearty, 
and it’s listed as the sole dessert, the 
muhalabia was a beauty. A pudding 
made with orange blossom water and 
gum Arabic (listed as “mastic,” from 
the tree whose name means “to chew”) 
plus a potpourri of floral pistachios, it 
was balanced and nourishing, like what 
lured the Canaanites to the land of 
milk and honey. 

People would probably take advan- 
tage otherwise, but you can sense that 
it probably kills Mogannam to have to 
charge even a measly dollar for shay, 

a minty black tea. On one visit, the 
charge didn’t even appear, which may 
have been forgetfulness or someone 
staying true to the spirit of the place.

Are these overfilled, $9 giants 
the best sandwiches San 
Francisco has to offer?

Sandwiches are just the best. 
They take no effort to construct well — 
only a little care — and although they 
can avalanche into a messy pile, creating 
one that holds up is a refined skill. I'll be 
damned if smushing meat, cheese, and 
vegetables between two fluffy pieces of

bread and slathering them with some 
condiments ever gets old. In San Fran- 
cisco, few sandwiches can challenge the 
reputation of a Philly cheese steak ora 
grinder from the East Coast, but there is 
one we do just a little better: the mighty 
torta. 

Tortas Los Picudos on the corner of 
24th and Harrison streets makes some 
of the best tortas in the city. With 
21(!) different combinations, this place 
has everything from pescado to head 
cheese. You want fried pork? They’ve 
got it. Smoked turkey? No problem. 

If you're feeling a little tropical, step 
outside the box and try the Hawaiian 
ham and pineapple. They’re all deli- 
cious. It’s no one choice that makes Los 
Picudos special, but the consistency. 
Every sandwich is packed with mayo, 
butter, cheese, sour cream, avocado, 


lettuce, tomato, onion, and chile to 
accompany your choice of meat. I know 
this sounds like an atomic guttural 
explosion, but somehow the creamy 
layers balance elegantly with the sa- 
vory, crispy meats. Although a hefty 
squish may be required in order to fit 
your mouth around this gentle giant, 
the pillowy white bread keeps all the 
insides right where they’re supposed 
to be. (Don’t mind the occasional drip 
of fatty goodness sliding down your 
wrist.) 

These sandwiches are downright 
perfect for a walk to the Mission when 
you ve got a mean hankering for some 
great Mexican food. And at only $9, it 
doesn’t hurt that you probably won't 
need to eat for the rest of the weekend, 
either.

In commedia dell’arte, the 
character Harlequin was a sort of politi- 
cally aware trickster-acrobat who could 
comment on the affairs of the day with- 
out repercussion. The way the wind is 
blowing in San Francisco these days, he’d 
be noting the sudden death of restau- 
rants, bars, and other beloved institu- 
tions citywide. 

In this case, it’s Hayes Valley’s Ar- 
lequin Cafe itself. Barely a few weeks 
after Traci Des Jardins announced

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the impending closure of the 22-year- 
old Jardiniére on Grove Street, the 
18-year-old Hayes Street cafe and 

its patio have shuttered, destined to 
become another concept that parent 
company Absinthe Group says can 
weather the times. 

Meanwhile, on Bryant Street in the 
Mission, another 1990s all-star has 
breathed its last. Blowfish Sushi to 
Die For is in all likelihood a victim of 
a high-end omakase boom putting the 
squeeze on mid-tier, roll-centric sushi 
places. Having been around for 23 
years, and spawned a few now-defunct 
spin-offs, it tried to hang on after a 
2018 renovation, but the appetite 
apparently dimmed. It’s too bad, too, 
since this was a generous place where 
it was almost hard to miss happy hour, 
which ran nightly from 5:30 to 7 p.m. 
and then again from 9 p.m. to close. 


The Dankest

Ani DiFranco’s memoir debuts May /. But Is it 20 years too late? 





)iFranco’s long- 
ed memoir debuts

I shaved my head in high school, 


impulsively, at a friend of a friend’s 
house one night. It was 2000, and I car- 
ried Ani DiFranco CDs everywhere in my 
Jansport backpack, which was covered in 
lyrics from her songs Sharpie-d onto the 
canvas. I'd like to say the decision to 
shave my head was a rejection of out- 
dated beauty standards and a nod to my 
emerging queerness, but in truth it was 
because of one single song lyric. 

“From the shape of your shaved 
head, I recognized your silhouette,” Di- 
Franco crooned on “Little Plastic Cas- 
tle,” released in 1998. I listened to that 
album so many times the CD scratched 
and I had to get a friend to burn mea 
new one. 

Back then, the internet was small 
and full of neon-lettered comic sans 
fan pages, which I perused near-ob- 
sessively to find out anything I could 
about this brave and eloquent folk 
singer. But aside from the occasional 
interview in Spin or Bitch, most of 
what we all could deduce about Di- 
Franco’s identity came from her songs. 
I got older, started dating women, and 


grew my hair out, my scratched CDs 
replaced by mp3s. And then an early 
edition of her memoir, No Walls and the 
Recurring Dream, landed on my desk. 

The cover itself is a blast from the 
past: DiFranco is pictured in a plaid 
dress with shorts underneath, posed 
in the iconic position immortalized by 
her recording company Righteous Babe 
Records, an image any woman who 
grew up in the 1990s will immediately 
recognize. But I was worried. Coulda 
memoir from my former hero hold up 
under the scrutiny of a now-34-year- 
old? Is it better to stay ignorant about 
our superheroes? 

That’s a question each DiFranco fan 
will have to answer for themselves. 
No Walls and the Recurring Dream is 
not a disappointment, exactly. It’s an 
honest, no-frills exposé of DiFranco’s 
journey to musical stardom, told ina 
straight line. It starts with her child- 
hood in Buffalo, N.Y., slides neatly into 
her young 20s in New York City and 
through each of her relationships, to 
her headlining the now-defunct Michi- 
gan Womyn's Festival, into a marriage, 
and along European tours. 

It is the book I lusted after as a 


teenager. But as an adult, it’s easier 

to be more critical. The introduction 
is strong; DiFranco describes the 
cringeworthy moments she’s had on 
stage, immediately breaking down her 
persona as a fierce and righteous babe 
to expose her humanity, like the time 
her guitar kept pulling her dress up, or 
when she was booed at an award cere- 
mony “for not being queer enough.” It 
could be intentional: “I am flawed and 
scared too, she seems to say, before 
welcoming us into her life story. 

Her familiar poetry is present 
within the pages, though it’s mixed 
with phrases so silly it’s hard to take 
much of the book seriously. “Scot was 
the height, dimension, and color of a 
redwood tree with a formerly majestic 
mane of hair that was quickly reced- 
ing,’ she writes about her manager. “In 
the absence of my hair, my antenna 
started picking up a distant message 
beaming-in to me from society,’ she 
states later, describing the act of shav- 
ing her head. 

But the relentlessly linear story- 
telling and occasional ridiculousness 
of her descriptions are eclipsed by her 
unique story itself — and if nothing

else, her memoir proves that her ach- 
ingly powerful lyrics came from real, 
lived experiences. There is no fraud 

in DiFranco’s work; everything is im- 
mensely raw and personal, and that, 
combined with her unmatched skill in 
rapid-fire fingerpicking, was key to her 
success. 

DiFranco still tours. I see her every 
fall when she returns to the Fillmore. 
The crowd is well over 30, we all know 
the words to everything, and many 
of us cry. Her performance is just as 
strong as it was when I first saw her 
15 years ago in Northampton, Mass., 
and she’s still putting out new albums. 
She didn’t need to write this book, to 
bare her life story to the now-older 
and more-critical eyes of her die-hards. 
But perhaps her relentless vulnerabil- 
ity is addictive, or, she finally wanted 
to set the record straight. “Imagine 
youre a girl just trying to finally come 
clean,” she once wrote, “knowing full 
well they'd prefer you were dirty and 
smiling.”

In 2013, Hopkins 
released Immunity, a visceral and throbbing 60 minutes of 
atmospheric techno that solidified his place as one of the 
most technically proficient electronic music producers alive. 
Hopkins followed up Immunity with last year’s Singularity, 
exploring ambient textures along with pounding, electro- 
laced rhythms. Simply put, Hopkins has presented listeners 
with his most emotionally captivating album yet.

I'm a heteroflexible married cis woman in my 
40s. I’m also a POS cheater and a catfish. I really 
fucked up. One year ago, I met an older man in an 
online fetish forum. He sent me an unsolicited PM, 
and we have talked for hours every day since then. 
My husband, whom I've been married to for more 
than 20 years, does not know that Iam having an 
emotional affair. I have no intention of telling my 
husband what I’ve done. I have been honest with 
my online boyfriend about everything except my 
name, my age, and the fact that I have a husband. 

(I know those are all really big things to lie about.) 
My boyfriend lied to me early on about his name, 
age, and relationship status, but came clean out of 
guilt. So I had the opportunity to say that I lied too, 
but I didn't take it. I know what I'm doing is wrong. 
My husband would be very hurt if he knew. And my 
boyfriend, who wants to make a life together, would 
be very hurt as well. I'm in love with both men, but 
I’m not leaving my husband. I know the only right 
thing to do is break things off with my boyfriend. I’ve 
tried multiple times: I’ve told him that he is better 
off without me, that I'ma bad person, and that he 
shouldn't trust me. Each time, he convinces me to 
stay. We have not been physical. We have never even 
been in the same room, much to his dismay. I have 
thought about telling him the truth, but I am worried 
about my safety, and I do not want to hurt him 

any worse than I already have. Plus, I’m a fucking 
coward. I am in treatment for PTSD. My therapist 
believes that my actions are a coping mechanism, 
i.e., it is easier to pretend to be someone else than it 
is to be me. I don’t think she’s wrong, but I also don't 
think it excuses what I’ve done. How do I end this 
relationship without doing any more damage to my 
two partners? 

Conning And Tricking For Intensely Selfish 
Haven 


Far be it from me to question your therapist’s 
assessment—she’s spoken with you on multiple 
occasions, and her insights are doubtless more 
informed—but I think her framing falls short. 

She describes your actions as a coping 
mechanism: You told a stranger lies and abused 
your husband’s trust to escape your miserable 
life. If you weren't so fucking miserable—if other 
people and/or circumstances hadn't conspired to 
make you so fucking miserable—you wouldn't 
have done this. You wouldn't be doing this 
still. But despite your therapist’s efforts to help 
you down off that hook, CATFISH, you seem 
determined to hang there. She’s offering you 
absolution, in whole or in part, while you stand 
around flagellating yourself (“POS cheater,” 
“fucking coward,’ “bad person,’ etc.). 

Personally, I think you're entitled to your 
feelings. Go ahead and feel terrible. You did a bad 
thing. It’s not the worst thing someone’s ever 
done online, and most people know not to take 
what a stranger tells them on the internet at face 
value. But if feeling terrible doesn’t motivate 
you to make changes... well, it’s not for me to 
question your sincerity. But some people think 
it’s okay to do terrible things so long as they have 
the decency to feel terrible about having done 
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them. If you're not one of those people—if you 
actually feel bad—doing something about it and 
learning something from it will alleviate your 
misery. 

Here’s what you need to do: End things with 
your boyfriend. Write him an e-mail, tell him 
the truth about your age, marital status, and 
unavailability. Don’t share your real name with 
him; you're under no obligation to do so, and if 
he turns out to be the vindictive type, CATFISH, 
you don’t want him to have your real identity. 
Apologize for not coming clean when he did—he 
lied to you too at the start—and thank him for 
the pleasure of his virtual company and the joy he 
brought to your life. Then block him. 

Here’s what you need to learn: You didn’t 
do this because you’re miserable—or you didn’t 
do it just because you're miserable. You did 
this because it was fun. We call it “play” when 
children pretend to be someone or something 
they’re not; child’s play is also, yes, a coping 
mechanism. Vulnerable children pretend to be 
big and powerful superheroes and/or monsters to 
cope with and momentarily escape their relative 
powerlessness. And nothing makes a child’s 
playful fantasy feel more real than a good friend 
who plays along. 

Most adults don’t make time for play—most 
of us aren’t LARPers or kinksters—but even 
adults need play, and some adults need play more 
than others. You found a space where you could 
play (that online fetish forum), and you found 
a playmate who helped make your fantasies 
feel real (a guy you've never actually met and 
who could still be lying to you about all sorts of 
things). It got out of hand when arousal, orgasms, 
oxytocin, and promises you couldn't keep got 
stirred into the mix. The play made you feel better 
at first, but the dishonesty and stress of deceiving 
two people eventually wiped out the benefits you 
were getting. 

You need to find a way to build some play into 
your life, sexual and/or nonsexual, that doesn’t 
require you to lie or hide. It would be great if you 
could do that with your husband, CATFISH, but 
if he’s not willing or able to play with you, get his 
okay to play on your own.
